Whatis now re- 
quired issome clearand umnistakeable evid- 
ence of coud faith from the Empress Dowa- 
ger and hor Government. Until thisis fortti- 
coming it isnot te expected that Chineso who 
have beeu educated abroad, or havo,grad- 
uated from Western Cotegesin Chinn; will 
come forward offering their ecrviecs a5 de- 
mianded. by the 'ediet of Inst year. Reme 
Dering former experiences of the kind, this 
might became an invitation to ‘ducky? 
ducky ! come avd be killed!’ When tho re- 
quired sense of security is afforded them, 
plenty uf capable men will be found ready to 
serve their country. Is thers any prospect 
of such an cvidenco of good faith? It 
seems there is, It is commonly reported 
now thatthe Empress Dowager is learning 
English, and that her litte apench to the 
Legation ladies, *I hope we xliall mest very 
often,’ was tha first fruit of the now study. 
Phe wonderful old Indy bolicves thot inter- 
nutiont! dificulties are, chicfy due to 
mutual ignorance of each other’s tongue on 
the part of those engaged in international 
politics in Peking.

Ti this ia 
a’ deliberate intention on hor part ant 
not a pose, it means thet the Dynasty will 
bronk more and more -from the Manchus 
and become Chinese in sentiment aud sup- 
port. The weight now attuched to the 
counsels of the ‘great Chinese Vicerays 
Jends colour to this view. It being so, 
things inay be worse before they are better, 
Tho cloud'on the livvizon is the displeasure 
of the powerful Manchus, and their partner. 
ship in disaffection with Chinese bigotry 
and reaction. In their subjugation to_the 
desive for reform on the’ part of the Eun- 
press Dowager, backed by the awakening 
patrintism of the people, lies the hope of 
future stabiljty and peace.
